POPULAR  IN  FEDERAL  ORDER  MARKETS

Based  on  information  furnished  by  the  Market 
Administrators  in  29  of  the  82  Federal  milk  order 
markets  in  the  United  States,  the  USDA  reports 
that  in  November  1962  a little  more  than  65% 
of  the  fluid  milk  products  marketed  was  dis- 
tributed in  paper  containers  (Milwaukee  57%). 
Fluid  milk  sales  in  glass  containers  were  nearly 
20%  of  the  total  (Milwaukee  37%),  and  the  re- 
maining 5%  was  sold  in  bulk  form. 

In  these  markets,  sales  of  whole  mUk  were 
about  88%  of  the  total  flmd  sales.  Skim  milk 
products  represented  nearly  10%  of  the  total,  and 
sales  of  cream  and  mixtures  accounted  for  the 
remainder.  Over  one -half  of  the  whole  milk 
and  skim  milk  products  was  sold  in  half-gallon 
containers,  while  over  half  of  the  (to  page  8)

primitive  areas  of  our  minds  --  and  symbols  are 
the  language  of  dreams. 

In  the  case  of  dairy  farmers,  the  statements 
seem  highly  questionable.  For  instance,  if  a per- 
son dreams  about  milk,  it  is  because  of  "the  close 
association  between  milk  and  motherhood,  and 
childhood,  and  thus  indicates  the  dreamer's  wish 
to  be  mothered  or  to  mother  another  person.  " 
And,  all  the  time,  the  dairy  farmer  thought  he 
was  dreaming  about  milk  because  he  happened  to 
be  a wee  bit  concerned  about  his  dairy  business. 

If  an  average  person  --  say  somebody  from  the 
city  --  dreams  about  a farm,  his  psychiatrist  will 
maintain  that  a farm  is  a common  symbol  for  food 
and  represents  a need  or  desire  to  be  nourished, 
cared  for,  or  loved.  But  what  would  he  tell  a 
dairy  farmer? 

Now,  a fence  symbolizes  the  dreamer's  feeling 
of  being  imprisoned  emotionally,  or  wish  to  be 
kept  from  something  or  someone  he  desires.  But 
to  the  typical  dairy  farmer,  couldn't  it  just  be  a 
vagrant  thought  about  that  stretch  of  fence  that 
needs  mending,  and  not  his  unconscious  desire  to 
run  off  with  the  banker's  wife? 

And,  for  goodness  sake,  don't  dream  about  a 
bull.  Maybe  you  know  it's  because  you're  all 
wrapped  up  in  DMA  work,  but  that's  not  what 
your  doctor  will  think. 

You  can't  even  dream  of  farming  or  garden- 
ing, without  getting  into  trouble.  As  a creative 
action,  the  doctors  advise,  it  symbolizes  the  dream- 
er's wish  to  have  a baby.  Try  explaining  that 
to  a dairy  farmer!

mixtures  was  sold  in  pints.  More  than  50%  of 
the  cream  products  was  sold  in  half-pint  contain- 
ers, Skim  milk  and  mixtures  and  cream  products 
marketed  in  paper  containers  represented  77% 
and  89%,  respectively,  of  the  total  sales  of  these 
products.  Sixty- four  percent  of  the  whole  milk 
products  was  sold  in  paper  containers. 

For  this  report  retail  sales  were  defined  as 
home-delivered  sales,  while  wholesale  represented 
sales  to  stores,  restaurants,  institutions,  etc.  In 
these  29  markets  with  complete  information  avail- 
able, nearly  75%  of  the  total  fluid  products  sold 
was  marketed  through  wholesale  outlets  (Milwau- 
kee 65%).
